Gen George M Sternbcrg chairman of

the Presidents Homes Commission gave
some interesting Information regarding
the work of that commission and the
housing problem In Washington in a re
cent address at the Young Mens Chris-
tian Association The commission has
raised 3500 to meet the cost of the

it is making of which 1SOO has
been contributed the members of the
commission The Sage Foundation has
promised 5000 provided a similar amount-
is raised here so 51500 more is
needed to comply that condition
Agents of the commission are gathering
facts relating to the dwellings of the
poor their sanitary condition and con-
veniences and also as to the income and
expenditure of the family Inquiry will
be made Into the question of model homes
the opening up of alleys and the removal
of Insanitary houses and the building
regulations

Something has already been done for
the betterment of houslng conditions
among the poorer classes in Washington
but It has hdd much the same result as
similar efforts in more crowded centers of
population where the destruction of In
sanitary buildings and the erection of
modern dwellings has simply altered the
location of socalled slums without abol-
ishing them and has even accentuated
the overcrowding of the poor In habita-
tions as bad as those from which
were driven The reason for this is plain
Sanitary dwellings cost more and conse-
quently rent for more than the very poor
are able to pay The model built
In Washington rent for 510 to
yet this rent is too high Gen Sternberg
says for the average day laborer The
Sanitary Housing Company has built fiats
that rent for 7 to 3 a month but these
apartments do not yield enough on the
investment to Induce capital to build them
To obtain a reasonable return on the In-

vestment sanitary houses must rent for
3 a room a rental much beyond the

means of thousands of families
Gen Sternberff appears Inclined to find

fault with the building regulations as too
exacting He spoke of extravagant rents
as due to extravagant building regula-
tions We arc unable to Judge tlib merits
of this criticism but it is one of the un-

fortunate aspects of thr housing problem
that the stiffer the requirements of the
building regulations the less do the poor
profit by them for tho reason that the
higher cost of a good dwelling makes It
impossible for the poor to live in it The
great problem then as Gen Sternberg
states it is to find money to build cheap
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yet sanitary homes This problem IH

growing more acute in Washington on ae
count of the continuous condemnation of

dwellings without providing
better dwellings to take their place thus
causing something like A house famine
which in turn enables landlords to raise
rents Here again we are repeating the
conditions that have arisen elsewhere
out of wellmeant efforts to Improve hous
Ing conditions

It may be hoped that the Homes
will be able to devise some prac-

ticable method of meeting the housing
problem a problem that is essentially one
of providing sanitary and comfortable
homes that will be within the reach of
those who most need them If private en
terprise will not furnish the means for
the erection of such homes it becomes
obvious that no solution of the problem
can be reached without the assistance
either of private munificence or the public
purse Either charity or socialism must
como to the rescue unless a way can b
ahown whereby capital may make a profit
out of sanitary homes for people with
small incomes

for private profit Shall we permit great
capitalists to acquire them control them
and use them as we have in the past un
wisely and Improvidently permitted small
groups of financiers to acquire control
and use our streets our highways our
coal mines and our oil fields Shall we
wait until we are absolutely dopendent
upon a few great corporations distribut-
ing watergenerated electricity before at-
tempting to determine the terms upon
which they may use the groat natural re-
sources of the country Or shall we now
endeavor to devise by conference and ad-
Justment the conditions upon which the
greet and powerful electrical companies-
of the not distant future ore to b created

to us clearly to be the only wise and rca
one to pursue

In pursuing this course it is tnie that
we shall be involved in some perplexing
and entirely new problems of law and
economics but that te no reason for not
facing those problems frankly iJMl cour-
ageously In discussing them the first
thing is to remember that two parties are
involved On the one hand there arc the
capitalists or investors on the other the
public or the consumers The rights of
each party deserve equal consideration
Nothing should be done to take from the
capitalist either the credit or the profit
which he Justly deserves for the

energy and skill which ho is
to the creation of the new Industry

and for the great risks which he runs In
the development of that industry but at
the same time nothing should be done to
deprive the public of the common rights
which they have in the natural resources
of the country The right of privet
profit ought to be carefully guarded and
maintained but It may be preserved not
only by present negotiation as to the
terms of franchise but also future ad-
justments of those terms If however
franchises are given in perpetuity by
either State legislatures or by Congress
the rights of the public win be lost for all
time or can be regained only toy a great
national controversy like that in which
tho country has involved for
past three years over the relations of
great railway corporations to the public
and the government For this reason is
It not clear that it is duty of every
citizen f wisdom and foresight to oppose
with vigor any attempt whenever it

made to obtain waterpower
either in perpetuity or without re-

cognition of the right of the State or Ute
nation to exact a reasonable payment and
exert reasonable control

These questions are wow being present
ed both to Congrwee and to various State
legislatures In the form of bills asking
that special privileges be granted to ar
that particular regulations be
upon waterpower corporations
poratlons ought to make aM will make
every effort to see that their rights ae
observed by the public The voters and
legislators of the country ought t be
equally insistent that the rights of tile
consumer and the government are prop
eriy and definitely safeguarded
